A Technician Class has been scheduled for March 18 - 20, 2011. See description of class, attached. The schedule will 
begin on Friday evening March 18, 6:00pm until 8:30pm (an introduction to Amateur Radio); and continue on Saturday 
March 19, 8:00am until 4:30pm (with lunch break); and concludes on March 20, 8:00am until 12:00noon. Following the 
class, on Sunday March 20 the FCC examination will start at 1:00pm. 

The cost of tuition is $35, which includes: 


1. use of the manual (the manual can be purchased, at cost (about $30), if you would like to keep the manual), 
2. lunch on Saturday and snacks all three days, 
3. and the $15 examination fee. 


Practice examines will be scheduled during the class to give the student exposure to the questions that will be found on the 
35 question FCC exam which is administered by Volunteer Examiners on Sunday. The examination usually takes the well 
prepared student about 15 to 20 minutes and you will know that you passed before you leave following the exam. Your 
Amateur Call Sign will be published within a couple of weeks after the testing. At that time you can begin using your new 
Amateur Radio privileges.
